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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 28 and 29 are pending. Applicant cancelled claims 1-27. 

2. The previous rejection from Paper No. 14 is withdrawn pursuant to the Amendment and 
associated REMARKS received February 10, 2004. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 28 and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Allard 
et al, US 6,018,619. 

Allard discloses monitoring Internet activity performed by a user client at a terminal 
comprising a client identifier, e.g. Fig. 3. Allard does not specifically disclose recording the 
Internet activity by a user on behalf of a client and generating a bill and a report based at least in 
part on a session record. 
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Official Notice is taken that recording the Internet activity by a user on behalf of a client 
and generating a bill and a report based at least in part on a session record was well known and 
common knowledge in the computer usage consulting art. For example, providing a patent 
search report by a public patent searcher using the automated patent system (APS) (provided by 
the United States Patent and Trademark Office) that logged on/off times of usage while 
recording the search terms used and documents retrieved to provide a search report for a client, 
e.g. a private entity, a corporation or law firm, were common knowledge at the time of 
Applicant's filing of the present Application. 

To have provided recording the Internet activity by a user on behalf of a client and 
generating a bill and a report based at least in part on a session record for Allard would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. The motivation for doing such would to have 
provided common knowledge report and billing data presented by a user on behalf of a client as 
was common knowledge in the computer usage consulting art. 

Regarding claim 29, the particular Internet activities requested are deemed design choices 
as each of the particular type of data requested, e.g. a search term, are common knowledge and 
notoriously well known within the computer industry. Official Notice is taken of such. To have 
requested such would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art.
